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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-58 are in the application. 

2. New conected drawings are required in this application because the present drawings 
include free hand lines. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-9, 17-31, 33-48, and 56-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tismer in view of Ikeda et al. 

Tismer discloses a propulsion blade for watercraflt including at least one passage between the 
upstream side of the blade and the downstream side thereof The passages include grooves on 
the outer rim and through holes. The dimensions of the grooves and through holes ai'e 
substantially as claimed. Ikeda et al discloses a watercraft including a propulsion blade mounted 
on a central hub. In view of these disclosures, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
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art to provide a blade generally as disclosed by Tismer on a watercraft of the type disclosed by 
Ikeda et al The propeller blade disclosed by Tismer can be provided on different arrangements 
as taught by Tismer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10-16, 32, and 49-55 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Deane and Leung disclose propeller blades with passages therethrough.
